It should occasion no surprise that there 
is a great deal of loose, disjointed talk 
about repudiation when it is remembered 
thet the General Government has already 
repudiated many of its honest debts and 
that the departments at Washington are 
every day refusing to pay, or even to con- 
sider, the claims of creditors who do not 
present them in the shape of interest bear- 
ing bonds. The leading feature of the 
financial policy of the administration con- 
mets of a subterfuge which w not without 
& certain ingenuity of ite own. It sees in 
the minds of the people only that 
portion of the national liability which 
is officially and popularly known as “the 
public debt,” ¢. e. the debt held in formal 
promises to pay and generally owned by 
capitalsts, who are for the most part able 
to make themselves heard and who bhap- 
pen to occupy ® most consplonoas place 
before the eye of the country. To “reduce 
the public debt —that is this particular 
branch of the publie debt—is the sole aim 
ofthe Readicala They think, and with a 
show of reason, that if they can make it 
appear through the monthly exbibits that 
this tregment of the public debt is being 
reduced, they can point to the fact as con- 
clusive proof of the honesty and efficiency 
of their fisca] management. 

They are therefore elosing the avenues 
that lead to the Treasury to every class 
of creditors «xcept the bondholders. Al 
the doors of all the departments are shut 
against the approach of private claims no 
matter how just The widow with her 
little account for corn and oats; the cripple 
with his application for pension money;
